A copy of the proclamation has been 
cabled to our army aud navy com­ 
manders. 
Spain will cable her com­ 
manders like instructions. 
An official statement for press publi­ 
cation, setting out the provisions of the 
peace protocol, was read and approved 
at the cabinet session yesterday. 
The protocol rn general is a reitera­ 
tion of the terms of the note given to 
Spain, with very little difference in the 
language of those terms, though with 
considerable supplementary paragraphs 
of an administrative nature. 
The most 
substantial difference is in regard to the 
evacuation of the captured territory. 
The note, as handed to Ambassador 
Cambon, called for immediate evacua 
tion of Cuba and Porto Rico, while the 
protocol leaves the time of evacuation to 
be subsequently determined upon, the 
design being to have the date of with 
drawal left to be fixed by joint military 
commission of the United States and 
Spain. 
The protocol provides for two com­ 
missions, first, the peace commission, 
which will meet in Paris, and second, 
the military commission, wfiich will 
meet in Havana, probably within 15 
days. 
The military commission will be 
Cleated immediately on the signing of 
the protocol. 
Its duties will be of great 
importance. 
While the particular document signed 
is properly enough described as a proto­ 
col, it is still technically nothing more 
than that. 
It is an agreement midway 
between that and the armistice which 
usually intervenes between active war 
and final peace. So far as it goes,this pro­ 
tocol is absolutely a peace treaty . Thus, 
having provided for the disposition of 
Cubi, Porto Rico and one of the Lad­ 
rone islands, there is nothing more for 
any peace commission to do in relation 
to those subjects, their fate is sealed and 
the protocol in that respect is as bind­ 
ing as any definitive treaty of peace. 
Many details* rem ain to be agreed 
upon, which are not even referred to in 
the protocol. 
Such of these as relate 
to purely m ilitary and naval subjects 
will by referred to a m ilitary commis­ 
sion. 
This commission may encounter 
some difficulty in m aking a disposition 
of the Spanish soldiers in Cuba p.nd 
Porto Rico, aud the m ilitary and naval 
prisoners now in the United States.

where the negotiations were begun. 
Leaving the secretary of the embassy 
in his own office, Secretary Day made a 
short visit to the White House to leqrn 
the president’s wishes in the matter. 
The latter immediately consented tc 
accepl the suggestion and Mr, Thiebaut 
hastened to inform his principal that 
the president would receive him at the 
White House at 4 o’clock. 
A driving rainstorm prevailed, oblig­ 
ing all the parties to resort to carriages 
for transportation to the White House. 
Secretary Day came first with a large 
portfolio under his arm, enclosing cop­ 
ies of the protocol, of the proclamation 
to be issued by the president stopping 
hostilities and some other necessary 
papers. He was accompanied by Assist­ 
ant Secretary Moore, Second Secretary 
Adee and Third Assistant Secretary 
Diddler. They went immediately to the 
cabinet room, where the president sat in 
waiting. 
He had invited to be present 
the assistant secretaries, Pruden and 
Dortelyon, 
and Lieutenant 
Colonel 
Montgomery. 
When Ambassador Cambon reached 
the White House he and Secretary 
Thiebaut were ushered inside. They 
went direct to the library, adjoining 
the cabinet room, on the upper floor. 
Later they were announced to the wait­ 
ing party in the cabinet room and were 
ushered into their presence. 
After an 
exchange of diplomatic courtesies, un­ 
necessary loss of time did not occur, 
and Assistant Secretary of State Gidd­ 
ier, on the part of the United States, 
and First Secretary Thiebant, on the 
part of Spain, retired to a window, 
where there was a critical formal ex­ 
amination of the protocol. 
This inspection had all outward form­ 
alities dne a document of this import­ 
ance. It was prepared in duplicate at 
the state department, one copy to be 
retained by the United States govern­ 
ment and the other to become the prop­ 
erty of Spain. 
The text is handsomely 
engrossed in running old English scrip.

It 
was about 4:33 o’clock when the final 
signatures were attached to the proto­ 
col, aud within the knowledge of all 
the officials present this was the first 
time that a protocol or treaty had been 
signed at the White House. 
As this 
ceremony concluded Acting Secretary 
Allen of the navy department, Secre­ 
tary Alger and Adjutant General Cor­ 
bin appeared, having been summoned 
to the White House by the president, 
and they were admitted into the cabi 
net room just in season to witness one 
of the most important features of the 
ceremony when the president requested 
the hand of the ambassador and through 
him returned thanks to the sister re 
pnblic of France for the exercise of her 
good offices in bringing about peace 
He also thanked the ambassador person­ 
ally for the important Dart he has played 
in this matter, and the latter replied in 
sailable terms, 
As a further mark of 
his disposition. 
President McKinley 
called for the proclamation which he 
had caused to be drawn ap suspending 
hostilities, aud signed it in the presence 
of M. Cambon, who expressed his ap 
preciation of the action. 
Without delay Acting Secretary Allen 
hastened to the telephone and directed 
that cable messages be immediately 
sent to all of the naval commanders 
Dewey in the Philippines, Sampson at 
Guantanamo, and the various com 
mandants at navyyards and stations tx 
cease hostilities immediately. 
There is a dispatch boat at Hongkong 
and it is believed that it can reach Gen 
eral Merritt in 48 hours at top speed.

An official statement for press publi 
cation, setting out the provisions of the 
peace protocol, was read and approved 
at the cabinet session yesterday. 
The protocol in general is a reitera 
tioii of the terms of the note given to 
Spain, with very little difference in the 
language of those terms, though with 
considerable supplementary paragraphs 
of an administrative nature. The most 
substantial difference is in regard to the 
evacuation of the captured territory. 
The note, as handed to Ambassador 
Cambon, called for immediate evacua­ 
tion of Cuba and Porto Hico, while the 
protocol leaves the time of evacuation to 
be subsequently determined upon, the 
design being to have the date of with­ 
drawal left to be fixed by joint military 
commission of the United States and 
bpam. 
The protocol provides for two com 
missions, first, the peace commission, 
which will meet in Paris, and second, 
the military commission, wnicU will 
meet in Havana, probably within 15 
days. The military commission will be 
cleated immediately on the signing of 
the protocol. 
Its duties will be of great 
importance. 
While the particular document signed 
is properly enough described as a proto­ 
col, it is still technically nothing more 
than that. 
It is an agreement midway 
between that and the armistice which 
usually intervenes between active war 
and final peace, go far as it goes,this pro­ 
tocol is absolutely a peace treaty. Thus, 
having provided for the disposition of 
Cubi, Porto Rico and one of the Lad­ 
rone islands, there is nothing more for 
any peace commission to do in relation 
to those subjects, their fate is sealed and 
the protocol in that respect is as bind­ 
ing as any definitive treaty of peace. 
Many details* remain to be agreed 
upon, which are not even referred to in 
the protocol. 
Such of these as relate 
to purely military and naval subjects 
will by referred to a military commis­ 
sion. 
This commission may encounter 
some difficulty in making a disposition 
of the Spanish soldiers in Cuba aud 
Porto Rico, and the military and naval 
prisoners now in the United States. 
The Spanish government is showing a 
remarkable unwillingness to provide 
for the return of soldiers and sailors to 
Spam.

It bas been exactly a half century 
since Uncle Sam has been party to a 
treaty of peace. Within that time many 
new chapters have been added to laws 
of diplomacy. Furthermore, just as we 
have done in our conduct of the war, 
we will establish many precedents in 
the method of its conclusion. 
The peace commissioners to treat 
with Spain will rank as envoys extra­ 
ordinary. The president is not limited 
ae to who they shall be or how many 
he may appoint. Neither will it be 
necessary for him to select the same 
number as commissioned by our enemy. 
None of our treaties of peace has thus 
far been signed by a commission equally 
divided as to number. Our peace com­ 
missioners may be men of almost any 
position in official or civil life whom 
the president may seleot and whom the 
senate may see fit to confirm. Of course, 
it would be discourteous to Spain 
should men of inferior rank and ability 
be commissioned. It was charged that 
England endeavored to display her con­ 
tempt for us by appointing men of lit­ 
tle consequence to act for her in the 
treaty of Ghent, whioh dosed the war 
of 1812. Our peace commissions thus 
far have included our most distinguish­ 
ed diplomats, a speaker of the house of 
representatives, an ex-United States 
senator, a chief clerk of the state de­ 
partment, and a citizen from private 
life. In 1814 the senate rejected Albert 
Gallatin, appointed on the commission 
to close the second war with Great 
Britain, because he was then secretary 
of the treasury, but he was afterward 
reappointed and confirmed. 
Precedent will permit Mr. McKinley 
to represent both of the great political 
parties on the commission if it consists 
of more than one. There is no strict 
rule as to the place of meeting during 
the preparations of the treaty. In the 
usual order of diplomatic events a neu­ 
tral state woald be selected, but a 
precedent contrary to this was estab­ 
lished for us in 1848, when the treaty 
concluding the Mexican war was sign­ 
ed in Mexican territory. 
The peace commission will have at­ 
tached to it a secretary, with several 
assistants, private secretaries, stenog­ 
rapher interpreters and messengers. 
The first meeting of the two commis­ 
sions will open with a ceremonious ex­ 
change of credentials, each commission­ 
er on each side showing his power, cer­ 
tified to in writing by his minister of 
foreign affairs or secretary of state. 
The credentials of our commissioners 
will be modest typewritten sheets, 
while those of the Spanish commission­ 
ers will be very elaborate and verbose, 
giving at length the full title of each 
holder. The first named of our com­ 
missioners, who will act as president of 
and chief spokesman for his delegation, 
will probably begin the practical part 
of the negotiations by reading at length 
the demands and ultimatum of Presi­ 
dent McKinley. An adjournment will 
then betaken probably until the follow­ 
ing day to enable the spokesman of the 
Spanish side to take time to communi­ 
cate to his home government by cable 
if necessary and prepare his reply aud 
the translation of i t A firm demand as 
to territorial distribution and the con­ 
tinuance of the war up to the ratifica­ 
tion of the treaty will reduce parleying 
and diplomatic fencing to a minimum. 
Should Spain refuse our demands there 
will doubtless be an adjournment of the 
commission, the two delegations return­ 
ing home and reporting their failure to 
their respective governments. 
The treaty will be drawn upon large 
sheets of the heaviest white linen pa­ 
per, folio size. It will be in manuscript 
throughout. Tho entire text will be in 
two columns, one in English and tho 
other, ail exact translation, in Spanish.

The 
senate’s deliberations prior to ratifica­ 
tion of the last treaty of peace lasted 
three weeks. Some interesting discus­ 
sions are bound to occur pending rati­ 
fication of the forthcoming treaty.

the stands they will take for and 
against socalled "imperialism” sena­ 
tors will be the first legislators to lay 
what will doubtless be foundation 
stones for brand new political divisions 
in the future. After having been re­ 
ferred to the committee on foreign rela­ 
tions the treaty will be printed and 
considered if necessary behind closed 
doors. On the final vote two-thirds of 
the senators present will be necessary 
to ratify it. Then the final step in the 
making of peaoe will be the proclama­ 
tion of the treaty by the president. 
Should there be prospects of long 
drawn out deliberation by the peace 
commission over minor details it might 
be agreed to submit first a preliminary 
treaty. This would settle such points as 
the disposition of Spain’s island posses­ 
sions, other matters holding over for 
more leisurely treatment after the close 
of hostilities. A preliminary treaty, 
however, would be binding in every de­ 
tail so far as it might go. The minor 
details would relate to the return of 
prisoners, the regulation of proprietary 
and personal rights and obligations, the 
resumption of commerce and the distri­ 
bution of the lesser spoils of war.—

It was charged that 
England endeavored to display her con­ 
tempt for us by appointing men of lit­ 
tle consequence to act for her in the 
treaty of Ghent, whioh closed the war 
of 1812. 
Onr peace commissions thus 
far have included onr most distinguish­ 
ed diplomats, a speaker of the house of 
representatives, an 
ex-Uni ted States 
senator, a chief clerk of the state de­ 
partment, and a citizen from private 
life. In 1814 the senate rejected Albert 
Gallatin, appointed on the commission 
to close the second war with Great 
Britain, because he was then secretary 
of the treasury, but he was afterward 
reappointed and confirmed. 
Precedent w ill permit Mr. McKinley 
to represent both of the great political 
parties on the commission if it consists 
of more than Ona 
There is no strict 
rule as to the place of meeting during 
the preparations of the treaty. 
In the 
nsnal order of diplomatic events a neu­ 
tral state would be selected, but a 
precedent contrary to this was estab­ 
lished for us in 1848, when the treaty 
concluding the Mexican war was sign­ 
ed in Mexican territory. 
The peace commission w ill have at­ 
tached to it a secretary, with several 
assistants, private secretaries, stenog- 
raphes, interpreters 
and messengers. 
The first meeting of the two commis­ 
sions w ill open with a ceremonious ex­ 
change of credentials, each commission­ 
er on each side showing his power, cer­ 
tified to in writing by his minister of 
foreign affairs or secretary of state. 
The credentials of onr commissioners 
w ill be 
modest 
typewritten sheets, 
while those of the Spanish commission­ 
ers w ill be very elaborate and verbose, 
giving at length the full title of each 
holder. 
The first named of our com­ 
missioners, who w ill act as president of 
and chief spokesman for his delegation, 
w ill probably begin the practical part 
of the negotiations by reading at length 
the demands and ultimatum of Presi­ 
dent McKinley. 
An adjournment will 
then betaken probably until the follow­ 
ing day to enable the spokesman of the 
Spanish side to take time to communi­ 
cate to his home government by cable 
if necessary and prepare his reply and 
the translation of it. A firm demand as 
to territorial distribution and the con­ 
tinuance of the war up to the ratifica­ 
tion of the treaty w ill reduce parleying 
and diplom atic fencing to a m inim um . 
Should Spain refuse our demands there 
w ill donbtiess be an adjournm ent of the 
commission, the two delegations retu rn ­ 
ing home and reporting their failure to 
their respective governments. 
The treaty w ill be draw n upon large 
sheets of the heaviest w hite linen pa­ 
per, folio size. It w ill be in m anuscript 
throughout. 
Tho entire text w ill bo iu 
two columns, one iii English and the 
other, an exact translation, in Spanish. 
All treaties signed in W ashington are 
carefully w ritten by an expert penman 
employed by the diplom atic bureau of 
the state departm ent. He w rites a steel 
plate, copybook hand, using only the 
very blackest of black inks. 
A great 
treaty, such as a treaty of peace, be­ 
tween nations usually commences “ In 
the name of the Most Holy and U ndi­ 
vided T rin ity .” 
W hen Turkey, not a 
trinitarian nation, is party “ In the 
name of Alm ighty God” is substituted. 
The former was w ritten in bold, shaded 
letters across the head of the treaty of 
Paris, neither was employed jn the 
treaty of Ghent, and the latter in the 
treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo, which 
concluded the M exican war. 
At least 
two original copies and perhaps several 
certified oopies w ill be signed, the la t­ 
ter for convenience. 
One original copy 
will be placed on file in the m inistry of 
foreign affairs in Spain, the other in 
our state department. 
The latter will 
be kept in a large m anilla envelope upon 
a pigeonhole shelf m arked “ Spain, ” in 


one or a series or cupooaras in tne di­ 
vision of rolls and library. 
The pages 
will be bound together w ith silk baby 
ribbon, both ends of which will be 
brought around over the last page, bear­ 
ing the signatures of the commissioners 
and sealed w ith the same wax as will 
be placed opposite each name. The sig 
natures w ill be in a column running 
lengthwise w ith the page. Each Ameri­ 
can oomraissiouer will do well to take 
w ith him on his mission a handsome 
seal ring. A peace commissioner is per­ 
m itted to nse his personal seal opposite 
bis signature. 
These impressions will 
be to the left of the signatures, in red 
wax. The Spaniards’ seals w ill doubt­ 
less be very elaborate, bearing their 
fam ily coat of arms. 
The treaty of peace having been sign­ 
ed, it need not even then be accepted by 
the president unless it thoroughly satis­ 
fies him. 
If it be consistent w ith his 
instructions to the commissioners, he 
will im m ediately transm it it to the sen­ 
ate, convened probably in special ses­ 
sion for the occasion. The direct repre­ 
sentatives of the people will hive ne 
vote upon it, and therefore w ill have no 
hand in the conclusion of the ■war. The 
senate's deliberations prior to ratified- I 
tion of the last treaty of peace lasted 1 
three weeks. 
Some interesting discus­ 
sions are bound to occur pending rati- ; 
Aration of the forthcoming treaty. 
By 
the stands they w ill take for and > 
against socalled “ im perialism ” Bena-| 
tors will be the first legislators to lay j 
w hat 
w ill 
doubtless be foundation 
stones for brand new political divisions 
in the future. 
After having been re­ 
ferred to the committee on foreign rela­ 
tions the treaty w ill be printed and 
considered if necessary behind closed 
doors. 
On the final vote tw o-thirds of 
the senators present w ill be necessary 
to ratify it. 
Then the final step in the 
m aking of peace w ill be the proclam a­ 
tion of the treaty by the president. 
Should there be prospects of long 
drawn out deliberation by the peace 
commission over minor details it might 
be agreed to submit first a preliminary 
treaty. This would settle such points as 
the disposition of Spain’s island posses­ 
sions, other matters holding over for 
more leisurely treatment after the close 
of hostilities. 
A preliminary treaty, 
however, woald be binding in every de­ 
tail so far as it might go. 
The minor 
details would relate to the return of 
prisoners, the regulation of proprietary 
and personal rights and obligations, the 
resumption of commerce and the distri­ 
bution of the lesser spoils of war.— 
Pittsburg Dispatch.

Since it was announced a few months 
ago that an effort was being made to 
place all the potteries of the United 
States under one management so much 
mystery has surrounded the matter that 
it was next to impossible to secure facts 
Every manufacturer approached either 
did not know anything about the nego 
ti at ions, or he had given his promise to 
say nothing. As the weeks passed and 
the deal was not consummated there 
were leading men connected with the 
enterprise who feared it would never be­ 
come a success. This week, however, 
has brought out some developments,and 
now it is known that the very near 
future wiU see the matter settled. 
The first really important bit of infor 
mation to come to light is the fact that 
J. P. Morgan, the great New York trust 
maker, has nothing whatever to do with 
it, even if he knows of the existence of 
the project. The men who will go down 
into their pockets for the millions re 
quired to buy the potteries of East Liv 
erpool and Trenton are foreigners, with 
the possible exception of a few New 
York capitalists, and they are not heav­ 
ily interested. They have, as a matter 
of oouroe, abundant means at their com 
mand, and are in position to make the 
deal, provided they can see in it the re­ 
turn they expect from all large invest­ 
ments. 
Whether they are English, 
German or French is not known, but 
there are reasons for the belief that the 
last named nationality wUl at least be 
represented very web. Any Americans 
who may become interested will not 
control a sufficient amount of stock to 
diotate the polioy of the combination. 
That will be done by the others. 
1 Another matter of importance is that 
the agent who visited this place a few 
months ago and took options upon a1 
moat all the potteries in town,has traus 
ferred the options to the personal repre­ 
sentative of the syndicate. He in torn 
went to Europe recently to confer with 
the men of means who are behind the 
the plan. He was expected home this 
week, and if he arrived he will come to 
East Liverpool next week. Then wUl 
begin the real work of purchasing 
plants. 
The business of each will be 
carefully gone over, and the value of 
the good, will, placed at a high figure by 
some corporations, will be determined. 
The plants will also be inspected with 
care, the equipment and capacity for 
turning out ware being given special 
attention. 
The coming visit of this 
representative is eagerly expected be 
canso on it depends in a large measure 
the success of the enterprise. 
It is learned upon the highest author­ 
ity that a number of manufacturers 
who did not favor the trust have during 
recent weeks agreed to sell their plants 
to the combination. Some who own a 
considerable amount of real estate have 
felt that it will not be to the city's inter 
eels to have the potteries operated by 
the combination and have steadily re­ 
fused to sell, but now they have taken 
a different position, and on this argue 
that they would rather be out than ex 
perience trouble. 
This position is that it is only a mat­ 
ter of time until there will be differ­ 
ences between manufacturers and men 
which may result in a strike of more or 
less proportions. 
Trade at this time, 
they say. iB such that it is necessary to 
put new things on the market almost 
constantly, and there is always more or 
less friction in arranging the price of 
production. 
Some say they cannot 
stand any further advance, yet the ten­ 
dency ism that direction, without any 
hope of increase in the market price.They 
claim that profits are by no means what 
they were when men made fortunes in 
the manufacture of crockery, and if it 
must come to what they seem to think 
it is tending, they would much prefer to 
see a strike handled by a trust than 
themselves be at variance with men 
they have known for years, it matters 
not whether the strike be two years or 
five years away. 
"These are the reasons why,” said a 
prominent potter last slight to the News 
Review, "that the indications say that 


within the next few weeks, the majority 
of potteries of America will likely be in 
the hands of a syndicate. I am sorry to 
be obliged to leave a business with which 
I have been identified all my life, and at 
first I refused to listen to such a proposi­ 
tion as I felt it would not be to the best 
interests of the city. Bot prices are cut 
to pieces, and the cost of manufacture is 
such that I hesitate to make contracts 
ahead. I am therefore now ready to 
enter the trust.” 
Another manufacturer in speaking of 
the trust and its prospects said he be­ 
lieved it would be a paying investment 
and the men who were looking for an 
investment would find it so. He said 
Trenton had jumped at the chance and 
it seemed as though a part of Liverpool 
had done likewise while a number of 
others had afterward come in. He be­ 
lieves that when potteries can get along 
as well as have the American potteries 
separately there was no reason, with 
office expenses reduced and the cost of 
marketing goods placed at a minimum, 
why the syndicate could not make as 
much if not more money from its invest­ 
ment, even though it did happen to be 
big. 
There, however, is many a slip, as the 
old adage hath it. and not all the manu­ 
facturing potters of this place at least 
believe the project will ever go any 
farther than the visit of the representa­ 
tive next week. 
They argue that 
there are many things to consider in the 
purchase of a pottery, and when it comes 
to considering so many potteries the 
chances are not so bright and shining. 
The News Review questioned a number 
of manufacturers, and while some were 
enthusiastic in their belief the trust 
would be formed others shook their 
heads and remarked that there had been 
talk of pottery trusts before.

They 
have since that time been located at 
Columbus, Camp Alger and Santiago, 
but never until this time has there been 
one word against them. They have 
done their duty like the men they are, 
each one feeling that they had the 
honor of the city they represented in 
their keeping. They have been praised 
because they proved to be the best com­ 
pany of the best regiment of Ohio, and 
have always been recognized as good 
soldiers. 
Their friends visited them 
before they left the country, and in 
every instance the report they brought 
to this place was one which made the 
average citizen feel proud of Captain 
Hill and his men. 
Since leaving the country we have 
heard nothing except from members of 
the command and the correspondent of 
a Pittsburg paper who seems to have 
lost cast in the regiment. The boys 
have recounted their joys and sorrows 
on Cuban soil, and the other source of 
information uses a portion of his paper 
to brand certain of the company as 
guilty of robbery. East Liverpool pre­ 
fers to believe, the boys, and will take 
the word of its townsmen before they 
swallow that which seems to be the ima­ 
gination of a stranger.

Since it was announced a few months 
ago that an effort was being made to 
place all the potteries of the United 
States under one management so much 
mystery has surrounded the matter that 
it was next to impossible to secure facts 
Every manufacturer approached either 
did not know anything about the nego­ 
tiations, or he had given his promise to 
say nothing. As the weeks passed and 
the deal was not consummated there 
were leading men connected with the 
enterprise who feared it would never be­ 
come a success. This week, however, 
has brought out some developments,and 
now it is known that the very near 
future will see the m atter settled. 
The first really important hit of infor­ 
mation to oome to light is the fact that 
J. P. Morgan, the great New York trust 
maker, bas nothing whatever to do with 
it, even if he knows of the existence of 
the project. The men who will go down 
into their pookets for the millions re­ 
quired to buy the potteries of East Liv­ 
erpool and Trenton are foreigners, with 
the possible exception of a few New 
York capitalists, and they are not heav­ 
ily interested. They have, as a matter 
of course, abundant means at their com­ 
mand, and are in position to make the 
deal, provided they can see in it the re­ 
turn they expect from all large invest­ 
ments. 
Whether they are English, 
German or French is not known, but 
there are reasons for the belief that the 
last named nationality will at least be 
represented very well. Any Americans 
who may become interested will not 
control a sufficient amount of stock to 
dictate the policy of the combination. 
That will be done by the others. 
Another matter of importance is that 
the agent who visited this place a few 
months ago and took options upon al­ 
most all the potteries in town,has trans­ 
ferred the options to the personal repre­ 
sentative of the syndicate. He in torn 
went to Europe recently to oonfer with 
the men of means who are behind the 
the plan. He was expected home this 
week, and if he arrived he will come to 
East Liverpool next week. Then will 
begin the real work of purchasing 
plants. 
The business of each will be 
carefully gone over, and the value of 
the good, will, placed at a high figure by 
some corporations, will be determined. 
The plants will also be inspected with 
care, the equipment and capacity for 
turning out ware being given special 
attention. 
The coming visit of this 
representative is eagerly expected be­ 
cause on it depends in a large measure 
the success of the enterprise. 
It is learned upon the highest author­ 
ity that a number of manufacturers 
who did not favor the trust have during 
recent weeks agreed to sell their plants 
to the combination. Some who own a 
considerable amount of real estate have 
felt that it will not be to the city’s inter­ 
ests to have the potteries operated by 
the combination and have steadily re­ 
fused to sell, but now they have taken 
a different position, and on this argue 
that they would rather be out than ex­ 
perience trouble. 
This position is that it is only a mat­ 
ter of time until there will be differ­ 
ences between manufacturers and men 
which may result in a strike of more or 
less proportions. 
Trade at this time, 
they say, is suoh that it is necoessarv to 
put new things on the market almost 
constantly, and there is always more or 
less friction in arranging the price of 
production. 
Some say they cannot 
stand any further advance, yet the ten­ 
dency is in that direction, without any 
hope of increase in the market price.They 
claim that profits are by no means what 
they were when men made fortunes in 
the manufacture of crockery, and if it 
must come to what they seem to think 
it is tending, they would much prefer to 
see a strike handled by a trust than 
themselves be at variance with men 
they have known for years, it matters 
not whether the strike be two years or 
five years away. 
"These are the reasons why,” said a 
prominent potter last night to the N e w s 


within the next few weeks, the majority 
of potteries of America will likely be in 
the hands of a syndicate. I am sorry to 
be obliged to leave a business with which 
I have been identified all my life, and at 
first I refused to listen to such a proposi­ 
tion as I felt it would not be to the best 
interests of the city. But prices are eat 
to pieces, and the cost of manufacture is 
such that I hesitate to make contracts 
ahead. I am therefore now ready to 
enter the trust. ” 
Another manufacturer in speaking of 
the trust and its prospects said be be 
lieved it would be a paying investment 
and the men who were looking for an 
investment would find it so. He said 
Trenton had jumped at the chance and 
it seemed as though a part of Liverpool 
had done likewise while a number of 
others had afterward oome in. He be­ 
lieves that when potteries can get along 
as well as have the American potteries 
separately there was no reason, with 
office expenses reduced and the oosfc of 
marketing goods placed at a minimum, 
why the syndicate conld not make as 
much if not more money from its invest 
ment, even though it did happen to be 
big. 
There, however, is many a slip, as the 
old adage hath it. and not all the manu 
factoring potters of this place at least 
believe the project will ever go any 
farther than the visit of the representa 
rive next week. 
They 
argue 
that 
there are many things to consider in the 
purchase of a pottery, and when it comes 
to considering so many potteries the 
chances are not so bright and shining. 
The N ew s R ev iew questioned a number 
of manufacturers, and while some were 
enthusiastic in their belief the trust 
would be formed others shook their 
heads and remarked that there had been 
talk of pottery trusts before.

able—a week’s wait for news from W ash­ 
ington. Of course all important news 
16 cabled to headquarters promptly, 
but only such as they choose is given to 
the soldiers. 
We are still located at Camp Lookout, 
and will not be moved until orders come 
that means a march to Santiago harbor. 
Something must be done by the govern­ 
ed, and that at once, to remove the 
troops, or there will he a greater death 
rate by disease than violence. 
Every 
command has more or less sicknes, in 
pome cases as high as 60 per cent. 
Two 
more soldiers from our regiment have 
passed away, and 
there are several 
others whose deaths are momentarily 
expected. 
Our battalion, comprising 
the companies from home, Alliance, 
Akron and W adsworth, is by far the 
most healthy on the island. 
W e have 
perhaps a dozen cases of sickness, whidh 
are serious, and about 80 cases that only 
incapacitates the patient from duty. 
In Company E Privates Eek and Glad 
fetter are suffering from a peculiar fe 
ver, which is epidemic in other camps 
It is a sort of malaria, and termed by 
the Caban physicians as mountain fe 
ver and swamp fever. 
Under proper 
care a week or ten days is sufficient to 
restore the patient to health, hut the 
suffering during this tim e is almost un­ 
bearable. The symptoms are excruciat­ 
ing pains in all parts of the body, a had 
stomach and dull headache. 
Our two 
cases are getting along nioely, and by 
the time 
this 
letter 
reaches 
yon 
the boys w ill he as spry as fighting 
cocks. Measles is still in camp. and 
each day sees a victim enroute to the 
hospital. There have been no fatalities 
from this disease as the cases are all 
mild, and a few days always sees the 
boys back in camp none the worse for 
their illness. 
W e have tw o cases in our 
camp, and one patient was discharged 
today. Dysentery is the fatal malady, 
and all the fatalities thus far have re­ 
sulted from this disease. 
Fortunately 
Company E is free from that which is 
most feared. 
Battalion Adjutant W ey 
brecht is a victim of malaria, and was 
placed on board (me of the hospital ships. 
The payrolls for the month of July 
were made out today and signed, hut the 
boys are in no hurry for their money, as 
they cannot get out to spend it. 
Our second consignment of fresh bread 
arrived this afternoon, and the boys are 
glad. How a firkin of butter would be 
enjoyed, but it cannot he secured for 
love or money. 
Private “Pete” Eoff started up the 
mountain sides for a few hours hunt anc 
succeeded in shooting a guinea which he 
presented to the officers’ mess, and the 
savory smell that is arriving from the 
stew pan is making more than one month 
water. 
Sergeant Smith has volunteered as 
chef for the officers’ mess, and as he has 
put in considerable time as steamboat 
cook, knows just how to tickle the 
palates of hungry men who surround 
the board.

The Crockery Journal, in reviewing 
the trade, has an important prophesy. It 
follows: 
"W ith an occasional exception, buyers 
say that their stocks are under the aver­ 
age, and that they will undoubtedly re­ 
quire many goods. Where, one would 
like to ask, do they expect to get them if 
they wait much longer before placing 
their orders? 
We wonder if buyers 
watch the imports. 
If they do they 
will see that imports have fallen off to 
an alarming extent, and that the stocks 
in the hands of importers and in bond 
are very light in all classes of goods ex­ 
cept French china. Owing to the ‘hold 
up* by the custom authorities, French 
china has accumulated in the public 
stores till there is said to be about $1,- 
000,000 worth in bond. English crockery 
has fallen off nearly 20,000 crates, and 
most of the English potteries are run­ 
ning on short time and short handed, 
waiting for trade on this side to pick up. 
They are not piling up stook. The 
American potters have started up, and 
are making goods in anticipation; but 
when their warehouses are full they 
have only a stook sufficient for a short 
time, and the entire capacity will only 
satisfy three-fifths of the consumption 
in a normal year. With this state of 
things, it looks very muoh as if some­ 
body will be wanting crookery and 
china later on and find it hard to get de­ 
sirable goods."

T o p ic F o r t h o W e e k B e g in n in g A u g . IIL 
C o m m e n t b y B o x . S. H . D o y le . 
To p ic—Exalt tourist.—Math. xxi, J-U. 
This passage iii Matthew tells us the 
familiar story of Christ’s triumphant 
entry into Jerusalem a few dsys be­ 
fore His crucifixion. It is the one soli 
tary instance in the life of Christ where 
He allowed Himself to receive the hom­ 
age and adoration due ${im. It was a 
magnificent, spontaneous 
demonstra­ 
tion, showing the estimation in which 
He was held by the multitudes of His 
countrymen, but the fact that perhaps 
a few days later the voices that cried, 
‘ ‘ Hosanna!’ ’ then cried ‘ ‘ Crucify H im !’ ’ 
makes it stand forever as an^lustrafciou 
of the fickleness of the human heart and 
of the ease with which the minds of the 
masses of the people may be swayed by 
artful and designing men. But it was 
an exaltation of Christ at the time and 
suggests to us a study in the exalta­ 
tion of Christ. 
1. The ~ triumphal entry was an en­ 
thusiastic exaltation of Christ. Enthu­ 
siasm characterized the demonstration 
throughout. The multitudes were wild­ 
ly enthusiastic. They stripped the trees 
of branches and spread them before 
Him; they took off their cloaks and 
with these made paths for H im ; they 
cheered and cried ‘‘Hosanna!’’ Christ 
is worthy of enthusiastic exaltation. 
Enthusiasm is a good thing when there 
is anything to be enthusiastic over. 
What is worthier of our greatest enthusi­ 
asm than the life and work of Christ? 
2. The triumphant entry was a public 
exaltation of Christ. In a sense it was 
national as well as local. People from 
various parts of the nation participated 
in it. Christ should be exalted publicly, 
in the community, in the state, in the 
nation. Every Endeavorer should throw 
all the influence of his public life 
strongly in favor of the exaltation of 
Christ. 
8. The triumphant entry was an ex­ 
altation of the real Christ Christ was 
there before the people. He was a real 
Christ To many Christians Christ is 
not as real as He ought to be. Many 
have same sort of a hazy idea that away 
back in the centuries snob a person liv­ 
ed, but their ideas about Him are very 
unsatisfactory and indistinct. We should 
study more thoroughly the life of 
Christ, live more closely to Him in 
prayer, so that He may became as real 
as an earthly friend standing beside na 
Then we will* present a real Christ to 
the world, and this is what the world 
needs 
4. The triumphant entry was an ex­ 
altation of Christ that produced results 
When He came into Jerusalem, “ all 
the oity was moved, saying, ‘Who is 
this?’ " One great object of our exalta­ 
tion af Christ should be to lead men to 
inquire about Him and to learn to ad­ 
mire Him. If we exalted Christ more 
in our daily walk and conversation, in 
all our private and public actions, men 
would more often say, "W ho is this?" 
And this would give us the opportunity 
to tell them who our Christ is and to 
urge them to believe in, profess and ex­ 
alt Him.

The Crockery Journal, in reviewing 
the trade, haw an im portant prophesy.

in the hands of importers and in bond 
are very light in all classes of goods ex­ 
cept French china. Owing to the 'hold 
up’ by the custom authorities, French 
china has accumulated in the public 
stores till there is said to be about $1,* 
000,000 worth in bond. English crockery 
has fallen off nearly 20,000 crates, and 
most of the English potteries are run 
sin g on snort time and short handed, 
waiting for trade on this side to pick np. 
They are not piling up stock. The 
American potters have started ap, and 
are making goods in anticipation; bat 
when their warehouses are fall they 
have only a stock sufficient for a short 
tim e, and the entire capacity will only 
satisfy three-fifths of the consumption 
in a normal year. 
W ith this state of 
things, it looks very mach as if some­ 
body will be w anting crookery and 
ohina later on and find it hard to get de­ 
sirable goods."

CH RIST IAN ENDEAVOR. 


Topic F o r th o W Vrk Il.-glnning Aug. 14. 
C om m ent by Rev. S. H. Doyle. 
Topic —Em R C hrist.— Math, xxi, 1-11. 
Tliis passage iii Matthew tells us the 
familiar story of C hrist’s triumphant 
entry into Jerusalem a few days be­ 
fore His crucifixion. 
It is the one soli 
tary instance in the life of Christ where 
He allowed Himself to receive the hom­ 
age and adoration due blini. 
It was a 
magnificent, spontaneous 
demonstra­ 
tion, showing the estimation iii which 
He was held by tho multitudes of His 
countrymen, but the fact that perhaps 
a few days later the voices that cried, 
‘ ‘ Hosanna I" then cried “ Crucify Him !” 
makes it stand forever as an ^lustration 
of the fickleness of the human heart arid 
of the ease with which the minds of the 
masses of the people may be swayed by 
artful and designing men. 
But it w:w 
an exaltation of Christ at the time and 
suggests to us a study in the exalta­ 
tion of Christ. 
1. The - triumphal entry was an en­ 
thusiastic exaltation of Christ. 
Enthu­ 
siasm characterized the demonstration 
throughout. The multitudes were wild­ 
ly enthusiastic. They stripped tho trees 
of branches aud spread them before 
Him ; they took off their cloaks and 
with these made paths for H im ; they 
cheered and cried “ Hosanna!” Christ j 
is worthy of enthusiastic exaltation. 
Enthusiasm is a good thing when there 
is anything to be enthusiastic over. 
W hat is worthier of our greatest enthusi­ 
asm than the life and work of Christ? 
2. The triipiphant entry was a public 
exaltation of Christ. In a sense it was 
national as well as local. People from 
various parts of the nation participated 
in it. Christ should be exalted publicly, 
in the community, in the state, in the 
nation. Every Endeavour should throw 
all the influence of his public life 
strongly in favor of the exaltation of 
Christ. 
8. The trium phant entry was an ex­ 
altation of the real Christ. Christ was 
there before the people. He was a real 
Christ. To many Christians Christ is 
not as real as He ought to ba Many 
have same sort of a hazy idea that away 
hack in the centuries snob a person liv­ 
ed, but their ideas abont Him are very 
unsatisfactory and indistinct. We should 
study more thoroughly the life of 
Christ, live more closely to Him in 
prayer, so that He may become as real 
as an earthly friend standing beside na 
Then we w ill' present a real Christ to 
the world, and this is w hat the world 
needa 
4. The trium phant entry was an ex­ 
altation of Christ that produced results. 
W hen He came into Jerusalem, “ all 
the city was moved, saying, ‘Who is 
this?* ” One great object of our exalta­ 
tion of Christ should be to lead men to 
inquire about Him and to learn to ad­ 
mire Him. If we exalted Christ more 
in our daily walk and conversation, in 
all our private and public actions, men 
would more often say, “ Who is this?” 
And this would give us the opportunity 
to tell them who our Christ is and to 
urge them to believe in, profess and ex­ 
alt Him.

M a x im —Tour letter o f the 18th 
inst, is intensely interesting to me, and I fu lly 
indorse all you say about the absolute neces­ 
sity of the closest possible union between all 
sections of the Anglo-Saxon race. If we two 
nations—Great Britain and the United States— 
were one in our aims and objects and deter­ 
mined to have that peace on earth which in­ 
sures good will among men, no foreign nation 
would dare fire a shot without our leave. 
I am sending on your letter to be read by 
others, for I think your proposed “ campaign” 
would be worth to us far more than a dozen 
Wel-Hai-Wei’s or Sudans and to the United 
States far more than Cuba, Manila and the 
whole kingdom of Ferdinand and Isabella 
thrown in.

Manuel Argueso Says the Natives Want 
Nothing So Mach as Annexation. 
Manuel Argueso is a member of the 
firm of Juan M. Ceballos & Co 
Like 
the head of the firm, he is a citizen of 
the United States. The firm of Juan M. 
Ceballos & Co. represents the Spanish 
transatlantic steamship line which has 
received the contract to return the 
Spanish prisoners from Santiago to 
Spain. Mr. Argueso is a native of Porto 
Rico, but a naturalized American. 
His 
interests and his family relations are in 
the island. Mr. Argueso says the na­ 
tives of the entire island w ill welcome 
Americans with open arms just as they 
have done at Ponce and Yauoo. 
But 
there are 40,000 to 60,000 wealthy 
Spaniards who will be so bitter that 
they w ill feel they can no longer Jive 
in Porto Rico. These people, Mr. Ar­ 
gueso says, constitute a landlord class 
and own some of the most valuable 
plantations on the island. 
He thinks 
they will be so anxious to leave that 
they will sell for what they can get and 
hurry to Spain. 
Mr. Argueso thinks it 
will be a great thing for the island if 
these estates are bought by Americans 
and the Spanish owners find the way 
easy to leave. 
Americans, he says, would introduce 
improved machinery and enterprise in 
the management of the 
estates and 
greatly increase the 
productiveness. 
The agricultural labor of the country is 
divided four-fifths in sugar raising and 
one-fifth on coffee plantations. 
The 
sugar estates are in tho eastern part. 
Most of the product goes to the United 
States. 
The coffee plantations are on 
the slopes of the hilly west. The Porto 
Rioan coffee goes to France, where it 
holds first rank as a favorite. The peo­ 
ple of Porto Rico, Mr. Argueso says, do 
not want independence. They will hail 
a n n e x a t i o n as the best for them. There 
is a large illiterate population which is 
incapable of self government. 
Annexa­ 
tion, the intelligent believe, will bring 
in American enterprise and capital 
The island is very rich and nearly all 
investments yield large returns, but un 
der the policy of Spanish government 
the resources and earnings of the island 
have for three centuries been drained 
by Spain. The people understand thi- 
thoroughly, and that is why they so en­ 
thusiastically welcome the American- 
and want nothing so much as annexa 
ti on. —Cor. St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


BRAVE CHARLES ESCUDERO CARRIED 
WATER TO FIGHTING SOLDIERS. 


We»t With His Father** Company to San­ 


tiago— Ministered to the Comfort of the 


Wounded and Dying at San Jm 'a Hill. 


Had Fever, bat Recovered. 


Bronzed by the sun of a southern 
clime and in his ears still ringing the 
whiz of Mauser bullets which he heard 
at the battles of San Juan hill and San­ 
tiago, there arrived in New York re­ 
cently Charles Escndero, 18 years old, 
who marched by the side of his father, 
a regular army soldier, during the cam­ 
paign in Cuba. This lad carried by his 
side during the battles a canteen, which 
he replenished from time to time with 
cold spring water, drafts of which he 
gave to those who were active in battle 
or lying helpless and wounded on the 
field. 
This child started at 8 o’clock the 
other night over the Pennsylvania rail­ 
road to join his mother and little broth­ 
ers and sisters in Columbus, O., to tell 
them stories of the scenes he had wit­ 
nessed. He was sent home by the Chil­ 
dren’s Aid society, for he arrived here 
almost penniless and without a friend 
to greet him. He wore a dirty campaign 
hat on which he had inked his initials, 
“ C. E .,” and the figure “ 9 ” to tell 
that he was of the Ninth United States 
infantry. 
Over a blue flannel shirt, 
much the worse for wear, the lad wore 
a seersucker coat, wrinkled and worn. 
His trousers, of the same material, were 
spotted and grimy, and it needed no 
words to tell that these garments bad 
been worn night and day while fight­ 
ing men about him depended upon him 
for aid and comfort. 
The boy’s father, William A. Esou- 
dero, joined the army 26 years ago, and 
is now a member of Company F, Ninth 
infantry. The company was stationed 
at 
Madison barracks, Saoket’s Har­ 
bor, N. Y., when orders were received 
to start for Tampa. It happened that 
Charlie had left his home in Columbus 
a few weeks before to visit his father, 
and when the orders came he was visit­ 
ing his grandmother, Mrs. Louise Escu- 
dero, in Sachet’s Harbor. 
Charles is a bright little ohap and 
became a great favorite with his father’s 
companions. So when the orders oame 
for the company to go to the front the 
men and even the boy’s father asked 
Charles to accompany them. Sinoe then 
he has seen the hardships of war, and 
the other day there were still upon him 
the effects of malarial fever that has 
claimed so many victims. 
He was 
stricken with the fever, and at one time 
his life was despaired of, but the sturdy 
lad overcame disease, and on his father’s 
suggestion came north on the transport 
Louisiana, which arrived the othei 
night 
The lad left the transport and inquir­ 
ed his way to the army building, where 
in a manly fashion he told his story to 
Major William Ewall, in charge of 
transportation. Major Ewall wrote this 
letter to Samuel Carpenter, general 
eastern passenger agent of the Pennsyl­ 
vania railroad: 
“ This w ill introduce to yon Charles 
Escndero, a young soldier who has re­ 
turned from Santiago, Cuba, on one of 
the transports, where he was engaged in 
carrying water for the soldiers during 
the fight 
He is very anxious to get to 
his home at Columbus, O., and being 
without means I recommend him to you 
for your consideration. ” 
Mr. Carpenter was ready to give 
Charles reduced rates, but as the lad 
had no money save a few pennies Mr. 
Carpenter wrote a letter to Ernest H. 
Opitzof the Children’s Aid society, and 
Charles presented it. Mr. Opitz scanned 
the boy closely and questioned him 
minutely. 
Mr. Opitz noticed that the 
lad’s shoes were tom and mutely told 
the story of his long marches. 
‘‘All right, my lad, we’ll send ^ou 
home,” Mr. Opitz said. “ When? Why, 
tonight, if you are in a hurry. You are, 
eh? Well, we’ll give you new clothes 
and something to eat and put you on 
the train for Columbus. ” 
“ All right, ” Charles replied. 
“ I ’m 
nervous and want to get bom3. I don’t 
want to waste any time. 
I ’ve been 
through enough. 
“ I don’t want to talk ,” the boy said 
when I accosted him. 
“ I’m too tired 
and nervous. All I want is to get I 
home. ” 
“ Tell me how you came to go away. ” 
“ Why, the fellers, the boys of my 
father’s company, asked me to and I 
did; that’s all. They said I’d be their 
mascot. 
We staid in Tampa for two 
months.

fight. That was the battle of San Juan 
hill. Only one man in our company 
was wounded. 
He was shot in the foot 
before we got into battle. 
“ Where was I? Why, by my father’s 
side most of the time, but I carried wa­ 
ter to all the fellers. 
I kept filling my 
canteen. 
I got water from a spring. 
Why, the farther we marched the fur 
ther away the spring was. 
Say, the 
Spaniards had sharpshooters up in trees, 
but we got on to them, and the negro 
troops just hunted those sharpshooter 
Like squirrels. ’ ’ 


“ Tell me now the battle looked to 
you.” 
“ Looked to me? Why. it looked to 
me as if they ought to massacre the 
Americans. 
I didn’t have time to look 
around much. I was too busy. Certain­ 
ly I was scared at first, but I was too 
busy to look round. I was giving water 
to the men on the fighting line and the 
wounded men. I couldn't keep track to 
ie© what was going on. 
Yes, I saw the 
battle of Santiago, but that was just 
like the other. 
Father's company is 
quartered in a theater in Santiago now 
—that is, it was when I left him. ” —

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Manuel Argneso Says the Natives Want 
Nothing So Mach as Annexation. 
Manuel Argneso is a member of the 
firm of Juan M. Ceballos & Co 
Like 
the head of the firm, he is a citizen of 
the United States. The firm of Juan M. 
Ceballos & Co. represents the Spanish 
transatlantic steamship line which has 
received the contract to return the 
Spanish prisoners from Santiago to 
Spain. Mr. Argneso is a native of Porto 
Rico, but a naturalized American. 
His 
interests and his family relations are in 
the island. Mr. Argneso says the na­ 
tives of the entire island w ill welcome 
Americans with open arms just as they 
have done at Ponce and Yauco. 
But 
there are 40,000 to 50,000 wealthy 
Spaniards who will be so bitter that 
they will feel they can no longer Jive 
in Porto Rico. These people, Mr. Ar- 
gueso says, constitute a landlord class 
and own some of the most valuable 
plantations on the island. 
He thinks 
they will be so anxious to leave that 
they will sell for what they can get and 
hurry to Spain. 
Mr. Argueso thinks it 
will be a great thing for the island if 
these estates are bought by Americans 
and the Spanish owners find the way 
easy to leave. 
Americans, he says, would introduce 
improved machinery and enterprise in 
the management of the 
estates and 
greatly increase the 
productiveness. 
The agricultural labor of the country is 
divided four-fifths in sugar raising and 
one-fifth on coffee plantations. 
Tho 
sugar estates are in tho eastern part. 
Most of the product goes to the United 
States. 
The coffee plantations are on 
the slopes of the hilly west. The Porto 
Rioan coffee goes to France, where it 
holds first rank as a favorite. 
The peo­ 
ple of Porto Rico, Mr. Argueso says, do 
not want independence. They will hail 
annexation as the best for them. There 
is a large illiterate population which is 
incapable of self government. 
Annexa­ 
tion, the intelligent believe, will bring 
in American enterprise and capital 
The island is very rich and nearly all 
investments yield large returns, but un 
der the policy of Spanish government 
the resources and earnings of the island 
have for three centuries been drained 
by Spain. The people understand thi- 
thoroughly, and that is why they so en­ 
thusiastically welcome the American- 
and want nothing so much as annexa 
ti on.

Bronzed by the sun of a southern 
clime and in his ears still ringing the 
whiz of Mauser bullets which he heard 
at the battles of San Juan hill and San­ 
tiago, there arrived in New York re­ 
cently Charles Escndero, 18 years old, 
who marched by the aide of his father, 
a regular army soldier, during the cam­ 
paign in Cuba. This lad carried by his 
aide during the baulea a canteen, which 
he replenialied from time to time with 
cold spring water, drafts of which he 
gave to those who were active in battle 
or lying helpless aud wounded on the 
field. 
This child started at 8 o’clock the 
other night over the Pennsylvania rail­ 
road to join his mother and little broth­ 
ers and sisters in Columbus, O., to tell 
them stories of the scenes he had w it­ 
nessed. He was sent home by the Chil­ 
dren's Aid society, for he arrived here 
almost penniless and without a friend 
to greet him. He wore a dirty campaign 
hat on which he had inked his initials, 
“ C. E .,” and the figure 
to tell 
that he was of the Ninth United States 
infantry. 
Over a blae flannel shirt, 
much the worse for wear, the lad wore 
a seersucker coat, wrinkled and worn. 
His trousers, of the same material, were 
spotted and grimy, and it needed no 
words to tell that these garments bad 
been worn night and day while fight­ 
ing men about him depended upon bim 
for aid and comfort. 
The boy’s father, William A. Esou- 
dero, joined the army 26 years ago, and 
is now a member of Company F, Ninth 
infantry. The company was stationed 
at Madison barracks, Saoket’s Har­ 
bor, N. Y., when orders were received 
to start for Tampa. It happened that 
Charlie had left his home in Columbus 
a few weeks before to visit his father, 
and when the orders came he was visit­ 
ing his grandmother, Mrs. Louise Escu- 
dero, in Backet’s Harbor. 
Charles is a bright little chap aud 
became a great favorite with his father’s 
companions. So when the orders came 
for the company to go to the front the 
men and even the boy’s father asked 
Charles to accompany them. Since then 
he has seen the hardships of war, and 
the other day there were still npon him 
the effects of malarial fever that has 
claimed so many victims. 
He was 
stricken with the fever, and at one time 
his life was despaired of, but the sturdy 
lad overcame disease, and on his father’s 
suggestion came north on the transport 
Louisiana, which arrived the othei 
night. 
The lad left the transport and inquir­ 
ed his way to the army building, where 
in a manly fashion he told his story to 
Major William Ewall, in charge of 
transportation. Major Ewall wrote this 
letter to Samuel Carpenter, general 
eastern passenger agent of the Pennsyl­ 
vania railroad: 
“ This w ill introduce to you Charles 
Escudero, a young soldier who has re­ 
turned from Santiago, Cuba, on one oi 
the transports, where be was engaged in 
carrying water for the soldiers during 
the fight. 
He is very anxious to get to 
his home at Columbus, O., and being 
without means I recommend him to you 
for your consideration.” 
Mr. Carpenter was ready to give 
Charles reduced rates, but as the lad 
had no money save a few pennies Mr. 
Carpenter wrote a letter to Ernest H. 
Opitz of the Children’s Aid society, and 
Charles presented it. Mr. Opitz scanned 
the boy closely aud questioned him 
minutely. 
Mr. Opitz noticed that the 
lad’s shoes were torn and mutely told 
the story of his long marches. 
“ All right, my lad, we’ll send ^pou 
home,” Mr. Opitz said. “ When? Why, 
tonight, if you are in a hurry. You are, 
eh? Well, we’ll give you new clothes 
and something to eat and put you on 
the train for Columbus. ” 
“ All right, ” Charles replied. 
“ I ’m 
nervous and want to get, home. I don’t 
■want to waste any time. 
Eve been 
through enough. 
“ I don’t want to talk,” the boy said 
when I accosted him. 
“ I ’m too tired 
and nervous. All I want is to get 
home. ’ ’ 
“ Tell me how you came to go away. ” 
“ Why, the fellers, the boys of my 
father’s company, asked me to and I 
did; that’s all. They said I ’d be their 
mascot. 
We staid in Tampa for two 
months. I worked as ‘helper’ to the 
cooks. Then we took the Santiago to 
Cuba from Port Tampa. We landed in 
the sand at Siboney. 
We staid there 
one day and then moved up six miles 
the next day, and then we got into the 
fight. That was the battle of San Juan 
hill. Only one man in our company 
was wounded. 
He was shot in the foot 
before we got into battle. 
“ Where was I? Why, by my father’s 
side most of the time, but I carried wa­ 
ter to all the fellers. 
I kept filling my 
canteen. 
I got water from a spring. 
Why, the further we marched the fur 
thor away the spring was. 
Say, the 
Spaniards had sharpshooters up in trees, 
but we got on to them, and the negro 
troops just hunted those sharpsbootei- 
Like squirrels. ’ ’ 


“ Tell me now the battle looked to 
yon. ” 
“ Looked to me? Why. it looked to 
me as if they might to massacre the 
Americans. 
I didn’t have time to look 
around much. I was too busy. Certain­ 
ly I was scared at first, lait I was too 
busy to look round. I was giving water 
to the men on the lighting line aud the 
wounded men. I couldn’t keep track to 
§ee what was going on. 
Yes, I 6aw tile 
battle of Santiago, but that was just 
like the other. 
Father’s company is 
quartered in a theater in Santiago now 
—that is, it was when I left him .” — 
New York Herald.

The aggregate sales at three chief mar­ 
kets have been only 5,432,700 poundt- 
for the week, about a third of the sale* 
in the same week of 1897, while in 189;! 
for the corresponding week sales wert 
7,164,600 pounds. 
For the week failures have been 196 
in the United States, against 239 last 
year, and 18 in Canada, against 89 last 
year.

in me presence of President McKinley, 
where the negotiations were begun. 
Ijeaviug the secretary of the embassy 
in his own office, Secretary Day made a 
short visit to the W hite House to le^ru 
the president’s wishes in the m atter. 
The latter im m ediately consented tc 
accept the suggestion and Mr, Thie bant 
hastened to inform his principal that 
the president would receive him at the 
White House at 4 o’clock. 
A driving rainstorm prevailed, oblig 
ing all the parties to resort to carriages 
for transportation to the W hite House. 
Secretary Day came first w ith a large 
portfolio under his arm , enclosing cop­ 
ies of the protocol, of the proclam ation 
to be issued by the president stopping j 
hostilities aud some other necessary 
papers. He was accompanied by A ssist­ 
ant Secretary Moore. Second Secretary 
Adee and Third Assistant Secretary 
(bridler. They w ent im m ediately to the 
cabinet room, where the president sat in 
waiting. 
He had invited to be present 
the assistant secretaries, Pruden aud 
Cortelyou, 
aud 
Lieutenant 
Colonel 
Montgomery. 
When Ambassador Cambon reached 
the W hite House he and Secretary 
Thicbaut were ushered inside. 
They 
went direct to the library, adjoining 
the cabinet room, on the upper door. 
Later they were announced to the w ait­ 
ing party in the cabinet room anti were 
ushered into their presence. 
After an 
exchange of diplom atic courtesies, u n ­ 
necessary loss of tim e did not occur, 
and Assistant Secretary of State Crid- 
lar. on the part of the United States, 
aud F irst Secretary Thiebaut, on the 
part of Spain, retired to a window, 
where there was a critical form al ex­ 
amination of the protocol. 
This inspection had all outw ard form ­ 
alities due a docum ent of this im port­ 
ance. 
It was prepared in duplicate at 
the state dejpartment, one copy to be 
retained by the U nited State# govern­ 
ment and the other to become the prop­ 
erty of Spain. 
The text is handsomely 
engrossed in running old English scrip. 
Each copy of the protocol is arranged 
rn double column, French and English, 
standing alongside for easy com pany rn 
as to the exactness of translation. 
The 
two copies are alike, except th at this 
cue held by this governm ent has the 
English text in the first column aud the 
signature of Secretary Day ahead of 
that M, Cambon, while the copy trans­ 
mitted to Spaiu has French in the first 
column aud the signature of M. Gam­ 
bon ahead of that of Secretary Day. 
The protocol scut to Spain was ac- 
comiMMlMgi oy the credentials issued by 
^resident McKinley, specially empow-

signature to this document. 
The a u th ­ 
orization was brief aud in typew riting, 
^ v e for the uresideut's bold signature. 


Later the Am ncau copy of the pro­ 
tocol will be accum pained by the w rit­ 
ten credentials of the Spanish govern­ 
m ent sent to M. Cambon, and bearing 
the signature of t^ueen C hristina. 
The 
cable dispatch received by him yester­ 
day conferred full authority to sign tho 
protocol, aud stated th at the w ritten 
authorization would follow signed by 
the queen regent iii the name of the 
king. 
Prior to the ceremony of yester­ 
day, M. Thiebaut showed the cable dis­ 
patch to Secretary Day, aud it was ac­ 
cepted as sufficient to enable the ambas­ 
sador to sign in behalf of Spaiu. 
The examination of the protocol was 
satisfactory 
and the document was 
h a n d e d to M. Cambon first, ana then to 
Secretary Day, who affixed signatures 
in that order to each side of the two 
copies.

s i g n a t u r e s were attached to the proto­ 
col, aud w ithin the knowledge of ail 
the officials present this was the first 
tim e that a protocol or treaty had been 
signed at the W hite House. 
As this 
ceremony concluded Acting Secretary 
Allen of the navy departm ent, Secre 
tary Alger aud A djutant G eneral Cor­ 
bin appeared, having been summoned 
to the W hite House by the president, 
and they were adm itted into the cabi­ 
net room just in season to witness one 
of the most im portant features of the 
ceremonv w hen the president requested 
the hand of the ambassador and through 
him returned thanks to the sister re­ 
public of France for the exercise of her 
good offices in bringing about peace. 
He also thanked the ambassador person­

cease hostilities immediately 
There is a dispatch boat at Hongkong 
aud it is believed that it can reach Gen 
oral M erritt in 48 hours at top speed.

A copy of the proclamation bas been 
cabled to our arm y aud navy com­ 
manders. 
Spaiu will cable her com­ 
m anders like instructions. 
Au official statem ent for press publi­ 
cation, setting out the provolone of the 
peace p r o to co l, was read aud approved 
at the cabinet session yesterday. 
The protocol in general is a reitera­ 
tion of the term s of the note given to 
Spurn, w ith very little difference in the 
language of those term s, though with 
cou-iderable supplem entary paragraphs 
of an adm inistrative nature. 
The most 
su bn tan rial difference is in regard to the 
evacuation of the captured territory. 
The note, as hauled to Ambassador 
Cambon. called for immediate evacua­ 
tion of Cuba ami Porto Hico, while the 
protocol leaves the tim e of evacuation to 
be subsequently determined upon, the 
design beiug to have the date of with- 
druw al left to be fixed by joint m ilitary 
commission of the United States aud 
bpaiu.

Ho far as it goes.this pi o- 
toeol is absolutely a peace treaty . Thus, 
having provided for the disposition of 
C ubi, Porto Hico aud one of the Lad­ 
rone islands, there is nothing more for 
any peace commission to do in relation 
to those subjects, their fate la sealed and 
the protocol in th at respect is as bind­ 
ing as any definitive treaty of peace. 
Many details* remain to be agreed 
upon. which are not even referred to in 
the protocol. 
Such of these as relate 
to purely m ilitary and naval subjects 
will by referred to a m ilitary commis 
siou. 
This commission may encounter 
some difficulty in m aking a disposition 
of the Spanish soldiers in Cuba aud 
Porto Rico, aud th** m ilitary aud naval 
prisoners now in the I nited States. 
The Spanish governm ent is showing a 
rem arkable unwillingness to piovide 
for the return of soldiers and sailors to 
fipaiu.

It has been exactly a half century 
since Uncle Sam has been party to a 
treaty of peace. Within that time many 
new chapters have been added to laws 
of diplomacy. Furthermore, just as we 
have done in our conduct of the war, 
we will establish many precedents in 
the method of its conclusion. 
The peace commissioners to treat 
with Spain will rank as envoys extra­ 
ordinary. The president is not limited 
as to who they shall lie or how many 
he may appoint. Neither will it be 
necessary for him to select the same 
number as commissioned by our enemy. 
None of our treaties of peace has thus 
far been signed by a commission equally 
divided as to number. Our peace com 
missioners may be men of almost any 
position in official or civil life whom 
the president may seleot and whom the 
senate may see fit to confirm. Of course, 
it would be discourteous to Spain 
should men of inferior rank and ability 
be commissioned. It was charged that 
England endeavored to display her con 
tempt for us by appointing men of lit­ 
tle consequence to act for her in the 
treaty of Ghent, which closed the war 
of 1812. Our peace commissions thus 
far have included our most distinguish 
ed diplomats, a speaker of the house of 
representatives, an ex-United States 
senator, a chief clerk of the state de 
partment, and a citizen from private 
life. In 1814 the senate rejected Albert 
Gallatin, appointed on the commission 
to close the second war with Great 
Britain, because he was then secretary 
of the treasury, but he was afterward 
reappointed and confirmed. 
Precedent will permit Mr. McKinley 
to represent both of the great political 
parties on the commission if it consists 
of more than Ona There is no strict 
rule as to the place of meeting during 
the preparations of the treaty. In the 
usual order of diplomatic events a neu­ 
tral state would be selected, but a 
precedent contrary to this was estab­ 
lished for us in 1848, when the treaty 
concluding the Mexican war was sign­ 
ed in Mexican territory. 
The peace commission will have at­ 
tached to it a secretary, with several 
assistants, private secretaries, stenog- 
raphes, interpreters and messengers. 
The first meeting of the two commis­ 
sions will open with a ceremonious ex­ 
change of credentials, each commission­ 
er on each side showing his power, cer­ 
tified to in writing by his minister of 
foreign affairs or secretary of state. 
The credentials of our commissioners 
will be modest typewritten sheets, 
while those of the Spanish commission­ 
ers will be very elaborate and verbose, 
giving at length the full title of each 
holder. The first named of our com­ 
missioners, who will act as president of 
and chief spokesman for his delegation, 
will probably begin the practical part 
of the negotiations by reading at length 
tho demauds and ultimatum of Presi­ 
dent McKinley. An adjournment will 
then lie taken probably until the follow­ 
ing day to enable the spokesman of the 
Spanish side to take time to communi­ 
cate to his home government by cable 
if necessary and prepare his reply aud 
the translation of it. A firm demand as 
to territorial distribution and the con­ 
tinuance of the war up to the ratifica­ 
tion of the tniaty will reduce parleying 
and diplomatic fencing to a minimum. 
Should Spain refuse our demands there 
will doubtless bo an adjournment of the 
commission, the two delegations return­ 
ing home and reporting their failure to 
their respective governments. 
The treaty will be drawn upon large 
sheets of the heaviest white linen pa­ 
per, folio size. It will be in manuscript 
throughout. The entire text will be iu 
two columns, one in English and the 
other, tm exact translation, in Spanish. 
All treaties signed in Washington ure 
carefully written by an expert penman 
employed by the diplomatic bureau of 
the state department. He writes a steel 
plate, copybook baud, using only the 
very blackest of black inks. 
A great 
| treaty, such as a treaty of peace, be* 
| tween nations usually commences “ Iii 
the name of the Meet Holy and Undi­ 
vided Trinity.*' 
When Turkey, not a 
trinitarian nation, is party "In the 
name of Almighty God’* is substituted. 
The farmor was written in bold, shaded 
letters across the head of the treaty of 
Paris, neither was employed jn the 
treaty of Ghent, and the latter in the 
treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo, which 
concluded the Mexican war. 
At least 
two original oopies and perhaps several 
certified oopies will be signed, the Jut 
tor for convenience. One original copy 
will be placed on file in the ministry of 
foreign affairs in Spain, the other in 
our state department. The latter will 
be kept in a large manilla envelope upon 
a pigeonhole shelf marked “ Spain 


one or a series ox cupooaras in tne di­ 
vision of rolls and library. The pages 
will be bound together with silk baby 
ribbon, both ends of which will be 
brought around over the last page, bear­ 
ing the signatures of the commissioner* 
and sealed with the same wax as will 
be placed opposite each name. The sig­ 
natures will be in a column running 
lengthwise with the page. Each Ameri­ 
can oommissioner will do well to take 
W’ith him on his mission a handsome 
seal ring. A peace commissioner is p e r­ 
mitted to use his personal seal opposite 
his signature. These impressions will 
be to the left of the signatures, in red 
wax. The Spaniards’ seals will doubt­ 
less be very elaborate, bearing their 
family coat of arms. 
The treaty of peace having been sign­ 
ed, it need not even then be accepted by 
the president unless it thoroughly satis­ 
fies him. If it be consistent with his 
instructions to the commissioners, he 
will immediately transmit it to the sen­ 
ate, convened probably in special ses­ 
sion for the occasion. The direct repre­ 
sentatives of the people will hive ne 
vote upon it, and therefore will have no 
hand in the conclusion of the w’ar. The 
senate's deliberations prior to ratifica­ 
tion of the last treaty of peace lasted 
three weeks. 
Some interesting discus­ 
sions are bound to occur pending rati­ 
fication of the forthcoming treaty. 
By 
the stands they will take for and 
against socalled “ imperialism’’ sena­ 
tors will bo the first legislators to lay 
what 
will 
doubtless be foundation 
stones for brand new political divisions 
in the future. 
After having been re­ 
ferred to the committee on foreign rela­ 
tions the treaty will be printed and 
considered if necessary behind closed 
doors. On the final vote two-thirds of 
the senators present will be necessary 
to ratify it. Then the final step in the 
making of peace will be the praclama 
tion of the treaty by the president. 
Should there be prospects of long 
drawn out deliberation by the peace 
commission over minor details it might 
be agreed to submit first a preliminary 
treaty. This would settle such points as 
the disposition of Spain’s island posses­ 
sions, other matters holding over for 
more leisurely treatment after the close 
of hostilities. 
A preliminary treaty, 
however, would be binding in every de 
tail so far as it might go. The minor 
details would relate to the return of 
prisoners, the regulation of proprietary 
and personal rights and obligations, the 
resumption of commerce and the distri­ 
bution of the lesser spoils of war.-

"They 
helped every one his neighbor, and every ono 
said to his brother, Be of good courage.” 
That is tile way true Israelites do. 
That is practical Christianity. It is not 
the spirit or style of the Ishmaelites. 
With them ev ery man’s hand is against 
his neighbor. It is a fight in which ev­ 
ery man is for himself. One against all 
and all against every one. 
Slowly the world is learning the les­ 
son of mutual helpfulness For long 
ages noblemen have been those who 
compelled others to serve them. Slaves 
were the ones compelled to eerva It 
has seemed impossible for any society 
to exist that was not founded on this 
distinction in classes. Physical strength, 
intellectual acuteness, hereditary trans­ 
mission or whatever basis was assumed, 
the result was largely the same—some 
are destined to be servants and others 
to be served. The noble ones are the 
served, the base ones are the forced 
workers. 
Oftentimes it has been held that the 
ignoble must have no hope of bettering 
their condition. Their highest virtue 
was submission and contentment in 
serving. Sometimes it has been recogniz- 
ed that the base could under favoring 
circumstances and in isolated cases rise 
into the ranks of the refined and mas­ 
terful 
The spirit of Israelism is in direct 
antagonism to this genius of heathen- j 
ism. It bases all human society on the 
recognition of the mutual rights of men i 
and their mutual obligation to helpful- ; 
ness. God is the Father of all. Hence 
men are brothers and should be brother- j 
ly in spirit and action. The world and 
its powers are the vineyard of Jehovah, 
where all must work as His children. 
This labor is the duty cf all. Envy, jeal­ 
ousy, strife, should have no place.

They have been praised 
because they proved to be the best com­ 
pany of the best regiment of Ohio, and 
have always been recognized as good 
soldiers. 
Their friends visited them 
before they left the oountry, and in 
every instance the report they brought 
to this place was one which made the 
average citizen feel proud of Captain 
Hill and his men. 
Sinoe leaving the country we have 
heard nothing exoept from members of 
the command and the correspondent of 
a Pittsburg paper who seems t-o have 
lost cast in the regiment. The boys 
have recounted their joys aud sorrows 
on Cuban soil, and the other source of 
information uses a portion of his paper 
to brand certain of the company as 
guilty of robbery, East Liverpool pre­ 
fers to believe the boys, and will take 
the word of its townsmen before they 
•wallow that which seems to be the ima­ 
gination of a stranger. The city is glad 
Company E is made up of Liverpool 
men, and looking upon everyone as inno­ 
cent until he is convicted on evidence 
better than the word of a sensational 
correspondent, takes off its hat and 
cheers the boys.

WILL KNOW SOON

Men to Sell. 


Since it was announced a few months 
ago that an effort was being made to 
place all the potteries of the United 
States nuder one management so much 
mystery has surrounded the matter that 
it was next to impossible to secure facts. 
Every manufacturer approached either 
did not know anything about the nego­ 
tiations, or he had given his promise to 
say nothing. 
As the weeks passed and 
the deal was not consummated there 
were leading men connected with the 
enterprise who feared it would never be­ 
come a success. This week, however, 
bas brought out some developments.and 
now it is known that the very near 
future will see the matter settled. 
The first really important bit of infor­ 
mation to come to light is the fact that 
J. P. Morgan, the great New York trust 
maker, bas nothing whatever to do with 
it, even if he knows of the existence of 
the project. The men who will go down 
into their pockets for the millions re­ 
quired to buy the potteries of East Liv­ 
erpool and Trenton are foreigners, with 
the possible exception of a few New 
York capitalists, and they are not heav- 
ilv interested. They have, as a matter 
of course, abundant means at their com­ 
mand, and are in position to make the 
deal, provided they can see in it the re­ 
turn they expect from all large invest­ 
ments. 
Whether they are English, 
German or French is not known, but 
there are reasons for the belief that the 
last named nationality will at least be 
represented very well. Any Americans 
who may become interested will not 
control a sufficient amount of stock to 
dictate the policy of the combination. 
That will be done by the others. 
Another matter of importance is that 
the agent who visited this place a few 
months ago and took options upon al­ 
most all the potteries in town,has trans­ 
ferred the options to the personal repre­ 
sentative of the syndicate. He in tnrn 
went to Europe recently to oonfer with 
the men of means who are behind the 
the plan. 
He was expected home this 
week, and if he arrived he will come to 
East Liverpool next week. Then will 
begin the real work of 
purchasing 
plants. 
The business of each will be 
carefully gone over, and the value of 
the good, will, placed at a high figure by 
some corporations, will be determined. 
The plants will also be inspected with 
care, the equipment and capacity for 
turning out ware being given special 
attention. 
The coming visit of this 
representative is eagerly expected be­ 
cause on it depends in a large measure 
the success of the enterprise. 
It is learned upon the highest author­ 
ity that a number of manufacturers 
who did not favor the trust have during 
recent weeks agreed to sell their plants 
to the combination. 
Some who own a 
considerable amount of real estate have 
felt that it will not be to the city’s inter­ 
ests to have the potteries operated by 
the combination aud have steadily re­ 
fused to sell, but now they have taken 
a different position, and on this argue 
that they would rather be out than ex­ 
perience trouble. 
This position is that it is only a mat­ 
ter of time until there will be differ­ 
ences between manufacturers and men 
which may result in a strike of more or 
lees proportions. 
Trade at this time, 
they say, is suoh that it is necessary to 
pot new things on the market almost 
constantly, and there is always more or 
less friction in arranging the price of 
production. 
Some say they cannot 
stand any further advance, yet the ten­ 
dency is in that direction, without any 
hope of increase in the market price. They 
claim that profits are by no means what 
they were when men made fortunes in 
the manufacture of crockery, and if it 
must come to what they seem to think 
it is tending, they would much prefer to 
see a strike handled by a trust than 
themselves be at variance with men 
they have known for years, it matters 
not whether the strike be two years or 
five years away. 
“These are the reasons why,” said a 
prominent potter last night to the N ews 
Review, “that the indications say that 


within the next few weeks, the majority 
of potteries of America will likely be in 
the hands of a syndicate. I am sorry to 
be obliged to leave a business with which 
I have been identified all my life, and at 
first I refused to listen to such a proposi­ 
tion as I felt it would not be to the best 
interests of the city. But prices are cut 
to pieces, and the cost of manufacture is 
snch that I hesitate to make contracts 
ahead. 
I am therefore now ready to 
enter the trust.” 
Another manufacturer in speaking of 
the trust and its prospects said he be 
lieved it would be a paying investment 
and the men who were looking for an 
investment would find it so. He said 
Trenton had jumped at the chance and 
it seemed as though a part of Liverpool 
had done likewise while a number of 
others had afterward come in. He be 
lieves that when potteries can get along 
as well as have the American potteries 
separatelv there was no reason, with 
office expenses reduced and the cost of 
marketing goods placed at a minimum, 
why the syndicate could not make as 
much if not more money from its invest­ 
ment, even though it did happen to be 
big. 
There, however, is many a slip, as the 
old adage hath it, and not all the manu­ 
facturing potters of this place at least 
believe the project will ever go any 
farther than the visit of the representa­ 
tive next week. 
They 
argue 
that 
there are many things to consider in the 
purchase of a pottery, and when it comes 
to considering so many potteries the 
chances are not so bright and shining. 
The N e w s R e v ie w questioned a number 
of manufacturers, and while some were 
enthusiastic in their belief the trust 
wonld be formed others shook their 
heads and remarked that there had been 
talk of pottery trusts before.

been received that our regiment will 
move to Long Island as soon as trans- 
portg can be secured. 
It is also said 
that the war is over, but at this writing 
the report bas not been verified. This 
ip the one thing that makes life miser­ 
able— a week’s wait for news from Wash- 
aijjton. Of coarse all important news 
is cabled to headquarters promptly, 
bot only such as they choose is given to 
the soldiers. 
We are still located at Camp Lookout, 
and will not be moved until orders oome 
that means a march to Santiago harbor. 
Something must be done by the govern­ 
ed, an d that at once, to remove the 
troops, or there will be a greater death 
rate by disease than violence. Every 
command has more or less sicknes, in 
nome cases as high as 60 per cent. Two 
more soldiers from our regiment have 
passed away, and 
there are several 
others whose deaths are momentarily 
expected. 
Our battalion, comprising 
the companies from home, Alliance, 
Akron and Wadsworth, is by far the 
most healthy on the island. 
We have 
perhaps a dozen cases of sickness, whiifii 
are serious, and about 80 cases that only 
incapacitates the patient from duty. 
In Company E Privates Eek and Glad- 
felter are suffering from a peculiar fe­ 
ver, which is epidemic in other camps. 
It is a sort of malaria, and termed by 
the Cuban physicians as mountain fe­ 
ver and swamp fever. 
Under proper 
care a week or ten days is sufficient to 
restore the patient to health, but the 
suffering during this time is almost un­ 
bearable. The symptoms are excruciat­ 
ing pains in all parts of the body, a bad 
stomach and doll headache. Our two 
eases are getting along nicely, and by 
the time 
this 
letter 
reaches 
yon 
the boys will be as spry as fighting 
cocks. Measles is still in camp, and 
each day sees a victim enroute to the 
hospital. There have been no fatalities 
from this disease as the cases are all 
mild, and a few days always sees the 
boys back in camp none the worse for 
their illness. 
We have two cases in our 
camp, and one patient was discharged 
today. Dysentery is the fatal malady, 
and all the fatalities thus far have re­ 
sulted from this disease. Fortunately 
Company E is free from that which is 
most feared. Battalion Adjutant Wey- 
brecht is a victim of malaria, and was 
placed on board one of the hospital ships. 
The payrolls for the month of July 
were made out today and signed, but the 
boys are in no hurry for their money, as 
they cannot get oat to spend it. 
Oar second consignment of fresh bread 
arrived this afternoon, and the boys are 
glad. How a firkin of butter would be 
enjoyed, but it cannot be secured for 
love or money. 
Private "Pete” Boff started up the 
mountain sides for a few hours hunt and 
succeeded in shooting a guinea which he 
presented to the officers’ mesa, and the 
savory smell that is arriving from the 
stew pan is making more than one mouth 
water. 
Sergeant Smith has volunteered as 
chef for the officers’ mess, and as he has 
Put in considerable time as steamboat 
cook, knows just how to tickle the 
palates of hungry men who surround 
the board. 
Sergeant Kinsey suggests that Uncle 
Sam charter all the available tugs aud 
tow this island to a more comfortable 
latitude, 
while Corporal Hackworth 
woald like to see the regiment garrison 
Babb’s or Line island instead of Cuba. 
Corporal Wood has composed a new 
song entitled "All Punk (bread) Looks 
Alike to Me” to the air of the popular 
uegro song.

W hen the Rush Come* the Artierlran Pot­ 
teries Will Get Their Khare of the Busi­ 
ness—It, Will lien Hoorn, and an Unusual 
Condition Is Expected. 


The Crockery Journal, in reviewing 
the trade, haw an im portant prophesy. It 
follow s: 
“ W ith an occasional exception, buyers 
say that their stocks are under the aver­ 
age, and that they will undoubtedly re­ 
quire many goods. 
Where, one would 
like to ask, do they expect to get then* if 
they wait much longer before placing 
their orders? 
We wonder if buyers 
watch the imports. 
If they do they 
will see that imports have fallen off to 
an alarming extent, and that the stocks 
in the hands of importers and in bond 
are very light in all classes of goods ex­ 
cept French china. 
Owing to the ‘hold 
up’ by the custom authorities, French 
china has accumulated in the public 
stores till there is said to be about $ I,- 
000,000 worth in bond. English crockery 
has fallen off nearly 20,000 crates, and 
most of the English potteries are run­ 
ning on snort time and short handed, 
waiting for trade on this side to pick up. 
They are not piling up stock. 
The 
American potters have started up, and 
are making goods in anticipation ; but 
when their warehouses are fnll they 
have only a stock sufficient for a short 
time, and the entire capacity will only 
satisfy three-fifths of the consumption 
in a normal year. 
W ith this state of 
things, it looks very mnoh as if some 
body will be wanting crookery and 
china later on and find it hard to get de­ 
sirable goods."

Topic F or th e W eek B eginning Ang. I i . 
C om m ent by Rev. S. H. Doyle. 
Topic — Exalt Christ.—Math. xxi, 1-11. 
This passage iii Matthew tells us the 
fam iliar story of C hrist’s trium phant 
entry into Jerusalem a few days be­ 
fore His crucifixion. 
It is the one soli • 
tary instance in lh*! life of Christ where 
He allowed Himself to receive the hom­ 
age and adoration due ti lim. 
It was a 
magnificent, 
spontaneous 
demonstra­ 
tion, show ing th** estimation iii which 
He was held by the m ultitudes of His 
countrymen, but the fact that perhaps 
a few days later the voices that cried, 
“ Hosanna!” then cried “ Crucify Him I" 
makes it stand forever as an ^lustration 
of the fickleness of the human heart and 
of the ease with which tho minds of the 
masses of the people may be sway**! by 
artful and designing men. 
But it was 
an exaltation of Christ at tho time ami 
suggests to us a study in the exalta­ 
tion of Christ. 
1. The trium phal entry was an en­ 
thusiastic exaltation of C hrist 
E nthu­ 
siasm characterized the demonstration 
throughout. The multitudes were wild­ 
ly enthusiastic. They stripped tho trivia 
of branches and spread thorn before 
Him; they took off their cloaks aud 
with these marie paths for H im ; they 
cheered and cried “ Hosanna!" Christ 
is worthy of enthusiastic exaltation. 
Enthusiasm is a good thing when there 
is anything to be enthusiastic over. 
W hat is worthier of our greatest enthusi­ 
asm than the life and work of Christ? 
2. The trium phant entry was a public 
exaltation of Christ. 
In a sense it was 
national as well as local. 
People from 
various parts of the nation participated 
in it. Christ should be exalted publicly, 
in the community, in the state, in the 
nation. Every Endeavorer should throw 
all the influence of his public life 
strongly in favor of the exaltation of 
Christ. 
8. The trium phant entry was an ex­ 
altation of the real C hrist Christ was 
there before the people. He was a real 
C hrist To many Christians Christ is 
not as real as He ought to be. Many 
have some sort of a hazy idea that away 
back in the centuries such a person liv­ 
ed, but their ideas about Him ara very 
unsatisfactory and indistinct. We should 
study more thoroughly the life of 
Christ, live more closely to Him in 
prayer, so that He may become as real 
as an earthly friend standing beside na 
Then we will- present a real Christ to 
the world, and this is what the world 
needs. 
4. The trium phant entry was an ex­ 
altation of Christ that produced results. 
When He came into Jerusalem, “ all 
the city was moved, saying, ‘Who is 
this?’ * ’ One great object of our exalta­ 
tion of Christ should be to lead men to 
inquire about Him and to learn to ad­ 
mire Him. If we exalted Christ more 
in our daily walk and conversation, in 
all our private and public actions, men 
would more often say, “ Who is this?” 
And this would give us the opportunity 
to tell them who our Christ is and to 
urge them to believe in, profess and ex­ 
alt Him.

Manuel Argueso is a member of the 
firm of Juan M. Ceballos & Co 
Like 
the head of the firm, he is a citizen of 
the United States. The firm of Juan M. 
Ceballos & Co. represents the Spanish 
transatlantic steamship line which has 
received the contract to return the 
Spanish prisoners from Santiago to 
Spain. Mr. Argueso is a native of Porto 
Rico, bot a naturalized American. 
His 
interests and his family relations are in 
the island. 
Mr. Argueso says the na­ 
tives of the entire island w ill welcome 
Americans with open arms just as they 
have done at Ponce and Yauoo. 
But 
there are 40,000 to 60,000 wealthy 
Spaniards who w ill be so bitter that 
they w ill feel they can no longer Jive 
in Porto Rico. 
Thew*) people, Mr. Ar­ 
gueso says, constitute a landlord class 
and own some of the most valuable 
plantations on the island. 
He thinks 
they w ill be so anxious to leave that 
they w ill sell for what they can get aud 
hurry to Spain. 
Mr. Argueso thinks it 
will be a great thing fur the island if 
these estates are bought by American?. 
and the Spanish owners find the way 
easy to leave. 
Americans, he says, would introduce 
improved machinery aud enterprise in 
the management of the 
estates and 
greatly increase the 
productiveness. 
The agricultural labor of the country is 
divided four-fifths in sugar raising and 
one-fifth on coffee plantations. 
The 
sugar estates aru in tho eastern part. 
Most of the product goes to the United 
States. 
The coffee plantations are on 
the slopes of the hilly west. The Porto 
Rican coffee goes to Fruuoe, where it 
holds first rank as a favorite. 
The peo­ 
ple of Porto Rico, Mr. Argueso says, do 
not want independence. They w ill hail 
annexation as the best for them. There 
is a large illiterate population which is 
incapable of self government.

Bronzed by the sun of a southern 
clime and in his ears still ringing the 
whiz of Mauser bullets which he heard 
at the battles of San Juan hill and San­ 
tiago, there arrived in New York re­ 
cently Charles Escudero, 18 years old, 
who marched by the side of his father, 
a regular army soldier, during the cam­ 
paign in Culm. 
This lad carried by his 
side during the battles a canteen, which 
he replenished from time to time with 
cold spring water, drafts of which he 
gave to those who were active in battle 
or lying helpless and wounded on the 
field. 
This child started at 8 o’clock the 
other night over the Pennsylvania rail­ 
road to join his mother and little broth­ 
ers and sisters in Columbus, O., to tell 
them stories of the scenes he had w it­ 
nessed. He was sent home by the Chil­ 
dren’s Aid society, for he arrived here 
almost penniless and without a friend 
to greet him. He wore a dirty campaign 
hat on which he had inked his initials, 
“ C. E .,” and the figure “ 9 ” to tell 
that he was of the Ninth United States 
infantry. 
Over a blue flannel shirt, 
much the worse for wear, the lad wore 
a seersucker coat, wrinkled aud worn. 
His trousers, of the same material, were 
spotted aud grimy, and it needed no 
words to tell that these garments bad 
been worn night and day while fight­ 
ing men about him depended upon him 
for aid and comfort. 
The boy’s father, W illiam A. Escu­ 
dero, joined the army 26 years ago, and 
is now a member of Company F, Ninth 
infantry. 
The company was stationed 
at 
Madison barracks, Sackets Har­ 
bor, N. Y., when orders were received 
to start for Tampa. 
It happened that 
Charlie had left his home in Columbus 
a few weeks before to visit his father, 
and when the orders came he was visit 
ing his grandmother, Mrs. Louise Escu­ 
dero, in Backet’s Harbor. 
Charles is a bright little ohap and 
became a great favorite with his father’s 
companions. 
So when the orders came 
for the company to go to the front the 
men and even the boy’s father asked 
Charles to accompany them. Since then 
he has seen the hardships of war, and 
the other day there were still upon him 
the effects of malarial fever that has 
claimed so many victims. 
He was 
stricken with the fever, and at one time 
his life was despaired of, but the sturdy 
lad overcame disease, and on his father’s 
suggestion came north on the transport 
Louisiana, 
which arrived the othei 
night. 
The lad left the transport and faquir 
ed his way to the army building, where 
in a manly fashion he told his story to 
Major W illiam Ewall, in charge of 
transportation. Major Ewall wrote this 
letter to Samuel Carpenter, general 
eastern passenger agent of the Pennsyl­ 
vania railroad: 
“ This w ill introduce to yon Charles 
Escudero, a young soldier who has re­ 
turned from Santiago, Cuba, on one ol 
the transports, where he was engaged in 
carrying water for the soldiers during 
the fight. 
He is very anxious to get to 
his home at Columbus, O., and being 
without means I recommend him to you 
for your consideration.” 
Mr. Carpenter was ready to give 
Charles reduced rates, but as the lad 
had no money save a few pennies Mr. 
Carpenter wrote a letter to Ernest H. 
O pitzof the Children’s Aid society, and 
Charles presented it. Mr. Cpitz scanned 
the boy closely aud questioned him 
minutely. 
Mr. Opitz noticed that the 
lad's shoes were torn and mutely told 
the story of his long marches. 
“ All right, my lad, w e’ll send you 
hom e,” Mr. Opitz said. “ When? Why, 
tonight, if you are in a hurry. You are, 
eh? Well, w e’ll give you uew clothes 
and something to eat and put you ou 
the train for Columbus. ” 
“ All right, ” Charles replied. 
“ I’m 
nervous aud want to get horn3. 
I don’t I 
want to waste any time. 
I've been 
through enough. 
“ I don’t want to talk,” the boy said J 
when I accosted him. 
“ I ’m too tired 
and nervous. 
All I want is to get i 
home. ’ ’ 
“ Tell me how yon came to go away. ” i 
“ Why, the fellers, the boys of my j 
father’s company, asked me to and I 
did; that’s all. 
They said I’d be their ! 
mascot. 
We staid in Tampa for two ( 
months. 
I worked as ’helper’ to the ' 
cooks. 
Then we took the Santiago to j 
Cuba from Port Tampa. We landed in j 
the sand at Bi boney. 
We staid there j 
one day aud then moved up six miles 
the next day, aud then we got into the 
fight. That was the battle of Ban Juan I 
hill. 
Only one man in our company I 
was wounded. 
He was shot in the foot I 
before we got into battle. 
“ Where was I? Why, by my father’s • 
side most of the time, but I carried wa 
J 
ter to all the fellers. 
I kept filling my I 
canteen. 
I got water from a spring. J 
VV’by, the further we marched the fur 
thor away the spring was. 
Say, the 
spaniards had sharpshooters up in trees, 
but we got on to them, aud the negro 
troops just hunted those sharpshootej - 
like squirrels. ” 


“ Tell me now the battle looked to 
yon.” 
“ Looked to me? 
Why, it looked to 
me as if they ought to massacre the 
Americans. 
I didn’t have time to look 
around much, I was too busy. 
Certain­ 
ly I was scared at first, but I was too 
busy to look round. I was giving water 
to the men on the fighting line aud the 
wounded men. I couldn’t keep track to 
tee what was going on. 
Yes, I saw the 
battle of Santiago, but that was just 
like the other. 
Father’s company is 
quartered in a theater in Santiago now 
—that is, it was when I left him. ”—

N ew Y ork, Aug. 13.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade, issued 
today, said in part: 
Prospects of peace have had a curious 
influence on business contracts, not quite 
explainable on common sense grounds. 
Nobody really feared disaster, or ex­ 
haustion of 
national resources and 
nobody feared that anybody else was 
afraid of either. 
Yet orders unusual in 
number aud size have been placed since | 
Spain asked for peace. 
In some indus-, 
tries the gains have been large for about' 
two weeks, while in some textile manu­ 
factures it aas only began to appear this 
week, bat involves a considerable in­ 
crease in the working force. Crop pros­ 
pects are on the whole more encourag 
ing for the government’s last report as 
to corn is mach larger than the com­ 
mercial 
estimates. 
Rarely has 
the 
financial outlook been more nearly un 
oiouded. 
While wheat is 4 cents higher l!or the 
week there is less doubt than a week 
ago that it will role lower during the 
coming year. The general holding back 
of grain by farmers and consequent 
heavy shrinkage in western receipts 
have reduced the visible supply below 
all past records, but everybody nuder 
stands that at this date many times that 
quantity is almost within a day’s run 
of Chicago. The more effective change 
is the decrease in exports. 
The price of corn has declined a shade 
for cash. 
. The iron aud steel trade fully sup­ 
ports inferences drawn from recent 
events. 
The demand for steel is so 
heavy that some of the biggest concerns 
have been baying, one taking 40,000 
tons, advancing the price at Pittsburg 
from $14.50 to $15.25, which was at la.*u 
refused. 
Bessemer pig is steady, and 
other pig there and at eastern and west­ 
ern markets generally, but rails have 
been advanced by eastern makers to $18 
per ton, the makers of structural beams 
have advanced the price $1 per toil ana 
makers of merchant pipe have 
ad­ 
vanced the price 5 per cent, while plate 
makers are crowded to the point of re­ 
fusing orders, both east and west, and 
bars are stronger, with many mills en­ 
gaged for weeks ahead. 
The demand for woolen goods is now 
much better, although not yet exten­ 
sive enough to warrant paying the 
prices asked for new wool, and nearly 
all of the buying has been of old stock. 
The aggregate sales at three chief mar­ 
kets have been only 5,432,700 pound* 
for the week, about a third of the sale* 
in the same week of 1897, while iu 189. 
for the corresponding week sales were 
7,104,000 pounds. 
For the week failures have been IOO 
in the United States, against 239 last 
year, aud 18 in Canada, against 39 last 
year.
